The decision is the outcome of a 
suit brought on Ju ly 24 by the Bunker 
H ill Sm elting company, as an inter­ 
vening claimant, and the United States 
government. 
The rights of the smelt­ 
ing company are not affected by the 
present decision. 
The suit resulted from a dispute 
over the \alue of the land for mineral 
purposes. 
The suit charged that Thomas A. 
Benton, agent for the railroad com­ 
pany. as late as 190T) took up the land 
in lieu of claim s previously held by 
the company in the Dakotas and other 
states. 
The complaint set forth that in 1907 
the* land, through fraud practiced by 
the* defendant, was clear listed and 
patented.

good to eat, but the average person 
would hardly like to tackle it.
